Cabinet Discusses 
Progress Of 


Cyprus 


Talks 


London, Dec. 6. 


Sir Anthony Eden’s Cabinet today discussed 
latest reports on the progress of secret talks on 
the future of Cyprus, the island colony where 
violence is flaring in support of the union with 


Greece campaign. 


Mr Harold Macmillan, the Foreign Secretary, 
told the Commons yesterday that Britain was pre- 
pared to accept self-determination “sometime” — 
which diplomatic sources here took to be a small 
step towards meeting the “Enosis” (union with 


Greece) demand. 


Previously, the Britlsh Gov- 
ernment hod declined to 
commit itself on the principie 
of self-determination. 

Mr Macmilian's disclosure of 
the behind-the-scenes talks in 
Athens and Ankara wag the 
first official cdmission — thnt 
negotiations for a settlement, 
were currently going on. : 

Tho Foreign Secretary stress- 
ed that when he referred to 
self-determination ‘‘sometime” 
he meant under conditions 
which would have to be work- 
ed out and be accepmbie.
